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Agency chiefs warn of harmful toxins at Chasewater 

ALGAE CONCERNS 
SPARK SWIM BAN

VISITORS to Chasewater Country 
Park are being warned not to swim 
in its waters as tests are carried 
out to find out whether a danger¬ 
ous toxin is present. 

Signs around its lake went up alerting po¬ 
tential swimmers and dog walkers that blue 
green algae had been found at the weekend 
and samples are now being analysed. 

Blue-green algae can kill animals and could cause hu¬ 
mans rashes, eye irritation, 
diarrhoea, fever and pains to 
muscles and joints. 

It grows naturally in inland 
waters, estuaries and the sea, 
the Environment Agency 
said, and grows when lots of 
it collects together. 

Gill Heath, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for communities and the 
environment at Staffordshire 
County Council, said: “We are 
now having the water tested 
to see what kind of algae it is. 

“As a precautionary meas¬ 
ure we are asking people not 
to go into the water and for dog owners to keep their 
pets away from the water’s edge. There are lots of dif¬ 
ferent types of algae that gather on water. 

“Once we have the results back and know which type 
of algae we are dealing with we will take the appro¬ 
priate action. Children and adults alike were enjoying 
Chasewater, between Brownhills and Burntwood, on 
Monday morning. 

Rangers 

“They included a man who was jet skiing on the res¬ 
ervoir’s water despite the warnings. 

About 150,000 people visit Chasewater, which is set 
across 890 acres, every year. 

Burntwood North councillor and Labour group 
leader on Staffordshire County Council Sue Woodward 
said: “It seems to me that the staff on the ground, the 
rangers acted quite promptly but it does not look like 
the follow through has been as it might have been. 

“With the summer holidays just starting, Chasewater 
is such a lovely asset to our area.” 

The Environment Agency has issued warnings about 
the algae in a booklet, Blue-Green Algae. 

They stated: “Illnesses including skin rashes, eye 
irritation, vomiting, diarrhoea, fever and muscle and 
joint pain have occurred in people who’ve swallowed or 
swam through algal scum. 

“These haven’t led to long-term effects or death but, 
in some cases, the illnesses were severe. 

“Although algal scum isn’t always harmful, avoid 
contact with it and the water close to it. The toxins the 
algae may produce are also toxic to animals and can 
cause severe illness and death.”

A MARATHON 21-hour, five-a-side charity 
football tournament between friends and 
family - played in honour of Tunisia vic¬ 
tim Joel Richards - has raised thousands 
of pounds. More than 250 people put their 
Astro turf trainers on to take part in the 
mammoth footballing challenge at Pulse 
Soccer & Fitness in Wednesbury. 

The event was to raise money for the 
Smile for Joel charity. The final amount 
brought in is still being calculated. 

The game, which started at 9am on Sat¬ 
urday and didn’t finish until 6am on Sun¬ 
day, saw 21 teams of all ages from across 
the West Midlands take part with each 
team playing an hour. Among those who 
took part were family including his younger 
brother Owen, 17, who played in the last 


game to ensure he was on the pitch for that 
long-awaited final whistle. It’s one of 21 
charity events being held in honour of Joel 
and his family, who died last year. 

Joel’s mother Suzy Richards, from 
Wednesbury, lost her 19 year-old-son Joel, 
brother Adrian Evans, 49, and father Pat¬ 
rick Evans, 78, during the terrorist attack 
on Sousse beach on June 26 last year where 
38 people were killed. All three were Wal¬ 
sall fans. 

The driving force behind the fundraiser 
came from friend Mitchell Titley, who 
wanted to hold the 21-hour event as Joel 
would be turning 21 in August. 

Suzy added: “Staff worked through the 
night at Pulse and they kindly donated 
their facilities for free. The community sup¬ 


port was amazing. I can’t thank Mitchell 
Titley, Pulse, Joel’s friends, the community 
and everyone who donated the raffle prizes 
enough.” 

Meanwhile, a day of celebration and re¬ 
flection will be held by the Birmingham 
FA to mark the official launch of the Joel 
Richards Legacy Fund. This Sunday, the 
Birmingham County FA hosts the official 
launch of the fund with activities at Ray 
Hall Lane, Great Barr, featuring a headline 
match taking place later in the afternoon. 

A fun run is also taking place on Septem¬ 
ber 11 at Sand well Valley in memory of Joel 
featuring both 3k and 5k races. To register, 
email smilefor joel@aol.com or call 0207 
2680223.

New leader in pledge 
over public’s choice 

THE new leader of Walsall Council has 
pledged to let the public have the final say 
over the future of services in the borough. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan said residents 
will be offered a chance to pay more so ser¬ 
vices they want can continue - otherwise, 
they will face losing them in the future. 

He said: “The public themselves have a 
choice, they can either pay more for ser¬ 
vices or they can see those services dis¬ 
appear. That is not something we want to 
force on people.” 

Councillor Coughlan and his cabinet are 
meeting to begin to flesh out the budget, 
with, as of yet, no specific details of the 
kinds of services which may be put under 
threat. When quizzed on which services 
could be involved, he said: “Everything is 
out in the open and up for grabs.”

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Poker ace scoops £450,000 jackpot

WALSALL poker ace Kully Sidhu won 
over £450,000 on a recent trip to Las Ve¬ 
gas - taking his lifetime earnings to over 
£1.7 million through the game. 

Mr Sidhu, who hit the headlines 
earlier this year when he won over 
£200,000, won the Bellagio Cup at the 
famous Bellagio casino this month for a 
whopping £457,430, according to popu¬ 
lar poker tracker website Hendon Mob. 

His win took his career earnings to 
some £1,728,955 and catapulted him 
from 74th on England’s all-time poker 
winnings list to 34th. 

Aged 33, Mr Sidhu, from New Inven¬ 


tion, worked for his father’s clothing 
store in Bentley before developing a 
love of the game. He studied at Sneyd 
Comprehensive School in Bloxwich but 
it was at De Montfort University where 
he found his love of the game. Mr Sidhu 
has been playing professionally now for 
over six years. 

In a final table that was stacked 
with some of the biggest names in the 
poker world, Mr Sidhu outlasted them 
all to claim first place prize money and 
the coveted trophy, according to Hen¬ 
don Mob. Despite having been plying 


years and having amassed over £lm in 
winnings, it has not always been plain 
sailing for Mr Sidhu. He tried to forge 
his professional career while balancing 
it with work but decided to call it quits 
at age 20 when he felt things weren’t 
going his way. 

He didn’t play cards for six months 
but soon got back in the swing of things, 
continuing his work at the clothes shop 
while preparing for a leap into the 
professional world. Mr Sidhu’s first 
big win was in April 2010 when he 
scooped nearly £55,000 for a win on the 


his trade professional for a number of Grosvenor UK Poker tour. 


Council plans to take 
in 20 Syrian refugees 


TWENTY refugees fleeing war 
torn Syria are set to be taken in 
across Walsall over the next 10 
months, it has emerged. 

Council bosses were due to commit 
to housing the refugees during a cabi¬ 
net meeting last night, Wednesday. 

The pledge was in response to a call from 
the Home Office to help relocate those af¬ 
fected. It follows on from a number of high 
profile court cases in recent months where 
people living in the borough have been 
charged with Syria-related offences. 

Those who will eventually come to the 
borough are set to be families, rather than 
individuals. The council will receive fund¬ 
ing from central government to help house 
the refugees, with £12,000 being made 
available per person over a period of five 
years. 

Councillor Diane Coughlan, portfolio 
holder for social care, said: “The govern¬ 
ment has asked local authorities across the 
country to support its resettlement scheme 
but I also feel there’s a moral obligation for 
us to do so too. 

Support 

“I can only imagine the horror and suf¬ 
fering that many of these families have ex¬ 
perienced having fled from their homeland. 

“Other UK councils and our colleagues 
in the Black Country are in the process of 
offering their support and we’re keen to 
help where we can. We’re aware the Gov¬ 
ernment could, at any time, impose this 
upon local authorities. 

“This process will take careful and de¬ 
tailed planning which is why we will con¬ 
tinue to proactively work with our partners 
and voluntary organisations to establish 
what services they currently offer and how 
future services could be tailored to welcome 
these families. 

“We’ve made an indicative pledge to as¬ 
sist 20 refugees, whose accommodation and 
associated costs will be met fully by the 
Government. Walsall has benefited from 
a diverse and welcoming community and 
we’ve already had a very positive response 
from residents and our partners offering 
help for these families.” 

A report detailing Walsall Council’s 
pledge states that if the authority accepted 
‘too many’ refugees, it could put too much 
pressure on front-line services.

IT was a case of youngsters put¬ 
ting their best feet forward recent¬ 
ly when pupils of a Walsall school 
took to the streets for a parade. 

Holy Trinity CE School pupils 
proudly marched around Clay- 
hanger with the deputy mayor, 
Councillor Marco Longhi and com¬ 
munity police officers also in at¬ 
tendance last Tuesday. 

The parade was the culmination 
of work the pupils had been com¬ 
pleting relating to the ‘Take One 
Picture’ initiative organised by 
The National Gallery in London. 

This is an annual competition 
whereby the gallery selects one of 
their pieces of artwork to inspire 


creativity in schoolchildren. This 
year the picture was ‘A Roman Tri¬ 
umph’ by Peter Paul Rubens, and 
features a Roman Procession which 
inspired the children to display 
their work by holding a parade. 

Different classes took different 
aspects of the picture to inspire 
their hat making, weaving, instru¬ 
ment making, singing and dancing. 

The pupil’s creative processes 
will now be documented by the 
school and sent to the National 
Gallery. There is a possibility that 
some of the pupil’s work will even 
be put on display in the National 
Gallery in London later this year. 

The pupils also used the pa¬ 


rade to celebrate Her Majesty The 
Queen’s 90th Birthday as well as 
remembering a well-loved commu¬ 
nity figure Mrs Jackie Johnson who 
sadly passed away recently. 

Proceeds from collections made 
during the parade will be donated 
to Fair Oaks Day Hospice in her 
memory. Sadly a charity football 
match, which was due to take place 
in the afternoon, had to be post¬ 
poned until September due to the 
very high temperatures on the day. 

Headteacher Judith Driver 
said “The children and staff have 
worked extremely hard with this 
project and it has been a lovely 
community event.” 


Rail station 
plans boost 
with £3m 
for project 

LONG-AWAITED plans for a railway 
station in Aldridge have moved a step 
closer with the issuing of a £3 million 
grant toward the project. 

The proposal was revitalised last year 
following the announcement of the Mid¬ 
lands Growth Strategy. 

And now The Black Country Local 
Enterprise Partnership has given a mul¬ 
ti-million grant to the scheme for this 
financial year. Initially £4.1.million was 
put forward, but this has since been re¬ 
duced to £3m. 

Left over funding has gone to the West 
Coast Mainline HS2, plans for the Wol¬ 
verhampton to Willenhall Metro exten¬ 
sion and M5 Junction 1 improvement 
works. 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, deputy leader 
of Walsall Council, released a statement 
on behalf of the council and the Black 
Country LEP. 

He said: “I can confirm that this is a 
ring-fenced partnership project which is 
going through the early stages of a de¬ 
tailed process with stakeholders for fu¬ 
ture development. 

“In the meantime as people would ex¬ 
pect we are utilising the funding availa¬ 
ble to deliver more immediate projects 
and we will reallocate this accounted 
for money to its intended use when it is 
needed and for which we are accounta¬ 
ble.” 

The station, which was based in Sta¬ 
tion Road, opened in 1879. It served the 
13-mile Sutton Park line from Walsall to 
Sutton Coldfield, providing links to Wol¬ 
verhampton and Birmingham. 

Travellers set 
to be evicted 

WALSALL Council has issued a notice 
on travellers who set up an illegal en¬ 
campment at a Walsall park to vacate 
the land. About 30 caravans set up a 
pitch at Pleck Park on Saturday July 17. 

West Midlands Police has since re¬ 
ceived at least six complaints. 

Walsall Council has now issued a no¬ 
tice on the group, showing the intention 
that the authority intends to get a court 
order to move them on if they do not 
leave. 

A council spokeswoman said yester¬ 
day: “I can confirm that needs assess¬ 
ments have been carried out on site and 
the first notices will be served.” 

Councillor Naheed Gultasib, who rep¬ 
resents Pleck, said: “The council has had 
complaints. It is responding to them as it 
normally would.” 

Delays warning as 
roads are closed 

TWO weeks of road closures in Birchills 
are under way, with drivers warned to 
expect delays. Whitehouse Street, at the 
junction of B4210 Stafford Street, will 
be closed 24 hours a day until August 
8. South Staffordshire Water is carrying 
out water main connections.

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'Good' rating 
for school 
with Ofsted 
turnaround 

A PRIMARY school which was told 
it must raise its standards two years 
ago by an education watchdog has 
now been rated ‘good’. 

Ofsted carried out a two-day in¬ 
spection at Hamstead Junior in Great 
Barr last month and have now pub¬ 
lished their findings. 

The watchdog has rated the school, 
which caters for around 230 pupils, 
as ‘good’ in every area paying trib¬ 
ute to chiefs who have turned its for¬ 
tunes around since 2014, when it was 
deemed to ‘require improvement’. 

Their report stated: “As a result of 
effective leadership, management and 
governance, the school’s effectiveness 
has improved since the last inspection 
and continues to do so. 

“Teaching has improved and is 
now consistently good. Work set chal¬ 
lenges pupils of varying abilities. 

“Pupils across the school achieve 
well as a result, particularly in read¬ 
ing and mathematics. 

“Standards of attainment have 
risen considerably in the last two 
years and are now much higher than 
average by the end of year six. Pu¬ 
pils are well prepared for secondary 
school. 

“Pupils enjoy learning at Ham- 
stead. The curriculum motivates pu¬ 
pils well.” 

Ofsted also declared disadvantaged 
pupils were achieving well due to 
the effective use of pupil premium 
funding. They confirmed that pupil 
attendance had got better with most 
attending regularly and credited the 
safety and wellbeing of youngsters. 


Council told to 
act after Brexlt 

WALSALL Council has been told to 
‘step up’ and reassure businesses in 
the region on their future after Brex- 
it. The referendum vote to leave the 
European Union has led to concerns 
over the future of the UK economy. 

Darlaston councillor Doug James 
has said that the authority must put 
together a plan on how to protect local 
businesses after the vote. 

He said: “Following the Referen¬ 
dum vote for Brexit we can’t afford 
to sit back in shock. Walsall Council 
must step up and reach out to local 
European owners of companies and 
those with contract links to the EU 
markets. Reassurance, support and 
grants need to be provided now. We 
need to set out a clear plan to address 
business confidence.”

Danger driver went 
wrong way on road 


A MOTORIST raced home and 
started drinking vodka after being 
caught travelling the wrong way 
round a Black Country town centre, 
a judge was told. 

Anxious Alan Micklewright, who also 
failed to stop when a police officer walked 
into the road in front of him, feared he 
might fail a breath test after downing two 
bottles of beer, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

An officer saw the 39-year-old going against 
the traffic on the one-way system in Lichfield 
Street, Walsall during the early hours of March 
14, said Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting. 

He also noticed the distinctive personalised 
registration number of the Range Rover. The 
prosecutor continued: “The officer stepped into 
the carriageway to order the driver to stop. He 
was in uniform and wearing a high-visibility 
jacket but the driver did not stop and the of¬ 
ficer had to step back out of the way.” 

Decision 

Then the Range Rover almost collided with 
a taxi coming the right way down the road 
and when police arrived at the home of Mick¬ 
lewright in Haden Road, Leamore they found 
him drinking from a bottle of vodka, the court 
heard. 

Mr Spratt said: “He had plainly been drink¬ 
ing at home just minutes after being seen in 
the town centre but also accepts consuming 
some alcohol before the incident. This contrib¬ 
uted to his decision not to stop. His driving cre¬ 
ated danger to others.” 

Mr Andrew Wilkins, defending, said: “He ad¬ 
mits drinking two bottles of Budweiser before 
being seen at the wheel of the Range Rover.” 

Micklewright, who denied driving directly at 
the uniformed officer, pleaded guilty to danger¬ 
ous driving and was told by Judge John Wait: 
“When you got home you were fearful that 
the police might be on their way to see you 
and they arrived to find you drinking in a way 
that would have contaminated the findings of 
a breath test.” 

The defendant, who had a previous convic¬ 
tion for driving with excess alcohol, was given 
a two month prison sentence suspended for 18 
months, with a one month night-time home 
curfew and 150 hours unpaid work. 

Micklewright was also fined £500, ordered 
to pay £500 costs and banned from driving for 
three years.

A DINNER lady is so missed by 
her colleagues at a primary school 
that spare land has been trans¬ 
formed into a memorial garden 
for her. 

Karen Evans, who worked at 
Pool Hayes Primary School in 
Willenhall, died aged just 50 in 
December 2014. The garden was 
the brainchild of two workers 
at the Bridgnorth Grove school, 
teaching assistant Wendy Mills 
and Annmarie Rogers. 


Mrs Mills said of Mrs Evans: 
“She was a dinner lady for just 
over six years. She was married 
with a family and grandchildren. 
She was a bubbly person and 
loved by everyone. 

“She passed away on December 
5. We were on our works Christ¬ 
mas night out. She had been up 
and down to the hospital. She was 
very short of breath all week and 
I think it was on the Thursday she 
was sent home from work. 


“And she said: ‘save my place, 
I’m definitely coming’ but she 
never arrived. We had the phone 
call at about 10.20pm [on the day 
of the party]. I can remember it 
like it was yesterday. Karen loved 
the kids and the kids loved her.” 

Volunteers from the school and 
outside it, including the probation 
service, took about a year to get 
the garden into shape. Bird feed¬ 
ers, birdhouse and solar lamps 
were all installed with it.

BRITAIN’S best-known atheist Richard 
Dawkins and his wife, the former Doctor 
Who star Lalla Ward, have announced they 
have “separated entirely amicably.” They 
insist they are still good friends, will contin¬ 
ue working together and are sharing their 
house. So what’s the difference between 
that and being married? 

THE F-word 
raises its fur¬ 
ry head. An¬ 
drea Leadsom 
said during 
her campaign 
for the Tory 
leadership: “I 
would abso¬ 
lutely commit

New leader's pledge on services 


THE new leader of Walsall Council 
has said he will ‘not cut services in¬ 
discriminately’ despite admitting the 
authority’s financial situation is like¬ 
ly to get worse. 

The new Labour and Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat coalition which took over the 
reigns of the authority after local 
elections in May hosted its first full 
council meeting last Thursday. 

Councillor Coughlan said he ‘rec¬ 


ognises the challenges’ that the 
council has to meet, including mak¬ 
ing £86 million worth of savings over 
the next four years. However, he has 
maintained that the authority will 
try to deliver as many services as 
possible in spite of cuts. 

Councillor Coughlan said: “I make 
no apology, within an environment of 
reducing budgets we have an obliga¬ 
tion, and it is a key principle of this 


administration, to ensure we deliver 
services at a scale and intensity pro¬ 
portionate to the degree of need. 

“Both parties to the coalition will 
work tirelessly to meet this objective. 

“Since the last time I was in office 
the deep cuts have got deeper, we will 
have a balanced four year budget and 
there will be a golden thread leading 
from this corporate plan all the way 
through to service delivery.” 


When it was revealed in 2014 that 
the council would have to face up to 
making £86 million cuts, it was es¬ 
timate that 487 jobs would be lost, 
alongside eight libraries and 12 chil¬ 
dren’s centres. 

An alternative budget put forward 
prior to this year’s elections by the 
Labour and Liberal Democrat parties 
organised funds so that the library 
services would be kept. 


Driver crashed through 
level crossing barriers

A 44-year-old man caused 
hundreds of pounds worth 
of damage when he drove 
directly through level cross¬ 
ing barriers when they were 
down. 

David Smith, of Little Sta¬ 
tion, Walsall, appeared at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown court last 
Wednesday, charged with trav¬ 
elling across a level crossing, en¬ 
dangering the safety of a person 
on a railway 

Smith, who pleaded guilty to the 
charge, was given an eight month 
custodial sentence suspended for 12 
months as well as told to complete 
100 hours of unpaid work. He was 
also given an eight-month disquali¬ 
fication from driving and ordered to 
pay £1,500 in costs and a £100 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. 

The court heard how, on August 
14, 2014, Smith was driving along 
Willenhall Lane when he failed to 
stop at a level crossing when the 
barriers were down, and drove di¬ 
rectly through them, causing hun¬ 
dreds of pounds worth of damage. 

Threshold 

Sentencing Smith, Recorder 
Benjamin Mills said: “Your actions 
caused serious damage to the barri¬ 
ers and caused a great deal of incon¬ 
venience to others. 

“It is a matter of small fortune 
that it was not far far worse. This 
is an offence that is so serious that 
it certainly crosses the custody 
threshold. After trial you would 
have received ten months in prison. 
But because you pleaded guilty at 
the first opportunity and were very 
candid in your interview with Brit¬ 
ish Transport Police, I have reduced 
this to eight months, and suspended 
it for 12 months.” 

The court heard how Smith had 
previously appeared before the court 
for a further driving offence - using 
his mobile phone behind the wheel 
in November 2014. Recorder Mills 
added: “You are a 44-year-old man 
of previous good character with a 
good record.

Father, 26, 
in breach 
of order 
avoids jail 

A FATHER of three who continued to 
harass his former partner - despite 
having a new girlfriend and a young 
family - has avoided a prison sentence 
for a breach of his restraining order. 

Mark Mills, aged 26, of Waverley 
Road, Darlaston, appeared at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on Wednesday 
charged with breaching his restrain¬ 
ing order. He was given a 12-month 
custodial sentence, suspended for two 
years, as well as a 150-hour unpaid 
work order with a 15-day rehabilita¬ 
tion activity requirement. 

He was also ordered to pay £1,200 
in costs, to be paid at the rate of £200 
a month, and was given another re¬ 
straining order lasting for three years. 

The court heard how Mills, who has 
two young boys with his former part¬ 
ner, contacted her after she told him 
she was seeing another man. 

Mills then visited her brother’s 
house where he knew she would be 
and then threatened to tell her em¬ 
ployer and social services that her 
new boyfriend was a drug addict. 

Mills later drove his former partner 
in his car, and though she was given 
opportunity to leave, Mill’s actions 
breached the terms of his previous 
restraining order. 

Recorder Benjamin Mills said: “I 
hope you feel ashamed. The defence 
says that there is a dawning maturity 
within you but the light should have 
fully dawned on that maturity a long 
time ago. I cannot express just how 
close you were to going through that 
door, down into the cells and receiving 
an active prison sentence.” 

Man in attack by 
youths is treated 

A MAN was taken to hospital after 
being assaulted by a group of youths 
in Great Barr. The 27-year-old victim 
was decorating a shop in Colling- 
swood Drive when a group of teenag¬ 
ers started kicking the shutters. 

He went outside to confront them 
but was assaulted and fell to the floor. 

As he lay on the ground the assault 
continued, with the offenders punch¬ 
ing, kicking and stamping on the 
man’s head, until passers-by inter¬ 
vened. He was taken to hospital and 
required emergency treatment for his 
injuries. 

The incident happened at 9.15pm 
on June 1. Police now want to trace 
the men pictured for questioning in 
relation to the incident. Anyone with 
information is asked to contact Det 
Con Paul Chambers on 101.

NHS 
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Fewer are 
claiming as 
jobless in 
the borough 

FEWER people claimed Jobseeker’s 
Allowance and other unemployment 
benefits in Walsall last month. 

The claimant count total for the 
borough was down 35 on May at 4,585 
- 2.7 per cent of the working popula¬ 
tion. The government received good 
news on the jobs front with unem¬ 
ployment falling again to the lowest 
in eight years and a record number of 
people in work across the UK. 

But the West Midlands was one of 
only two regions to buck the trend 
with a rise in numbers out of work. 

The latests Office for National 
Statistics figures released last week 
showed the national employment rate 
at a record high of 74.4 per cent, with 
31.7 million people in work in the 
three months to May - 176,000 more 
than the previous quarter. 

A total of 1.65 million people are 
unemployed, a fall of 54,000 over the 
quarter and 201,000 compared with a 
year ago, giving a jobless rate of 4.9 
per cent - the lowest since the sum¬ 
mer of 2005. 

The number unemployed in the 
West Midlands was 165,000, up 11,000 
from the three months to March, but 
the number in work in the region was 
at a record high 2.65m. The numbers 
claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance and 
other unemployment benefits in the 
West Midlands fell by 880 to 79,225 - 
2.2 per cent - last month. 

Sandwell was down 45 to 7,020 
(3.5 per cent) and Dudley fell by 40 to 
5,445 (2.8 per cent). Wolverhampton 
had 35 fewer claiming at 6.450 (four 
per cent). 


Three parks get 
their green flags 

THREE parks in Walsall have been 
recognised as being among the best 
in the UK. Willenhall Memorial Park, 
Palfrey Park and Merrions Wood have 
all been awarded Green Flag Awards 
- the mark of a quality park or green 
space across the UK. 

The award, now celebrating its 20th 
year, recognises and rewards the best 
parks and green spaces across the 
country. Councillor Chris Jones, the 
portfolio holder for Clean and Green, 
said: “These awards are a well-de¬ 
served recognition of all the hard 
work that goes into providing the 
high quality local parks enjoyed by 
residents and visitors alike.” 

Councillor Diane Coughlan, from 
Friends of Willenhall Memorial Park, 
added: “We are absolutely delighted 
to receive a Green Flag Award again 
from Keep Britain Tidy. This Award 
recognises and highlights that people 
in Willenhall are benefiting from a 
green space of the very highest qual¬ 
ity.” 

Each site retains its flag for two 
years, so other Green Flag Sites in 
Walsall such as Blackwood Park and 
Rough Wood Local Nature Reserve 
will retain their Green Flags in 2016, 
until judging in 2017. Willenhall Park 
was created in the early 1920s. 


University honour for pub group chief

A FORMER Walsall schoolboy who 
now runs one of the UK’s biggest beer 
and pubs groups has been awarded an 
honorary doctorate from Aston Uni¬ 
versity. 

Greene King chief executive 
Rooney Anand, who graduated with 
a MBA from Aston in 1988 and grew 
up in Walsall, was presented with the 
honorary doctorate at a ceremony at 
Birmingham Town Hah as part of the 
university’s 50th anniversary. 

Throughout the week, more than 
1,800 students from across Aston’s 
four schools will receive their de¬ 


grees, including 23 honorary degrees 
awarded to prominent Aston gradu¬ 
ates, luminaries and leading figures 
from the university’s history. 

Rooney is chief executive of Greene 
King, one of Britain’s biggest beer and 
pub companies - and a major rival of 
Wolverhampton-based Marston’s. 
With over 3,000 pubs, hotels and 
restaurants across England, Wales 
and Scotland - including the new 
Sunbeam pub in Wolverhampton’s 
ilO building - the company employs 
44,000 people and operates brands 
including Hungry Horse, Farmhouse 


Inns, Chef & Brewer, Flaming Grill 
and Loch Fyne. 

After joining Greene King in 2001 
as managing director of the brew¬ 
ing division, Rooney was appointed 
chief executive in 2005. Under his 
leadership the company has under¬ 
gone a period of significant growth; 
from a business with 800 pubs and 
sales of £733 million in 2005, to over 
3,000 pubs and sales of £2 billion last 
year.Rooney is also a senior independ¬ 
ent director of William Morrison Su¬ 
permarkets and chairman of Purity 
Soft Drinks, based in Wednesbury. 


Car insurance fraudster 
teen's sentence slashed 


A WALSALL schoolboy who was 
locked up for a “remarkably sophis¬ 
ticated” fake insurance fraud has 
saw his sentence slashed by appeal 
judges. 

Azeem Mahmood Hussain, 19, of 
Broadway West, used online adverts to 
con victims into paying for non-existent 
car insurance policies. 

He made almost £4,000 from the scam, which 
he carried out when he was only 16 years old 
and still at school. 

But it was not until last month that he was 
finally sentenced at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court to 12 months’ youth custody for four 
frauds. 

Today, three senior judges at the Court of 
Appeal said not enough account had been taken 
of his young age at the time. 

And there was evidence that Hussain had 
turned his life around in the three intervening 
years. 

He had obtained qualifications and a job and 
now wants to go on to higher education, the 
London court was told. 

Complaints 

Cutting the term to eight months, Lord 
Justice Hamblen said “significant allowance” 
should have been given for his youth. 

“This is a case where the offence was so se¬ 
rious that only a custodial sentence could be 
justified,” he said. 

“However, we do consider that a less long 
custodial term was called for.” 

The court heard Hussain’s frauds came to 
light after complaints from duped customers 
in 2013. 

One had paid for insurance for his Honda 
Civic, but found his documents were fake when 
he was stopped by police in Northern Ireland. 

Another victim had paid out about £1,700 for 
insurance for members of his family, but dis¬ 
covered the fraud when his son had an accident 
the very next day. 

Investigations showed thousands of pounds 
had passed through Hussain’s bank accounts, 
with about £3,700 taken from 18 victims. 

At the crown court last month, the fraud 
was described as “remarkably sophisticated” 
for someone so young. 

His lawyers argued today that he is now a 
much more mature and responsible person. 

He is likely to serve half of his eight-month 
sentence before release.

Bosses at Walsall’s Jump Nation is 
encouraging aspiring athletes to use 
one of the 218 trampolines to perfect 
their moves. 

The site on Bentley Mill Way also 
has a tumble track and dodgeball 
court, as well as a cafe for parents. 

Michelle Bah, managing director of 
Jump Nation, said: “With ah of our 
trampolines, tumble tracks and even 
giant airbags, there are plenty of ways 
for the kids to really get into sport and 
master their moves this summer - 
rain or shine.” 

Complaints on 
big bin refusals 

WALSALL Council has received doz¬ 
ens of complaints and appeals after 
more than 2,500 people were refused 
a larger bin ahead of controversial 
waste collection changes. 

In October, the authority will switch 
to alternate weekly collections in a 
move to save around flmillion a year. 

Since May 20,916 people have ap¬ 
plied for a bin bigger than the standard 
140-litre one to be used for rubbish, 
but out of those 2,508 have been de¬ 
clined, prompting responses with 107 
people challenging the decision and 29 
lodging official complaints. Councillor 
Carl Creaney was one of those to be 
refused stating the application process 
needed reviewing.

POLICE are becoming increasingly 
concerned about the whereabouts of 
a missing 15-year-old from Stafford¬ 
shire. Kane Dawson was last seen at

Grim murder that 
shook the nation 



Shocking story and family pleas made the headlines 


It’s now 40 years since justice 
finally caught up with sinister 
killer, The Black Panther, as 
MARK ANDREWS reports 


SERIAL killers do not come more 
sinister than Donald Neilson. He 
revelled in his nickname The Black 
Panther - given because of the way 
he swiftly pounced on his victims 
wearing a dark hood. 

The army-obsessed former soldier 
planned his crimes with military preci¬ 
sion and became perturbed when he felt 
the media did not give him the attention 
he craved. 

And very few places were affected by the 
fear more than the West Midlands and Shrop¬ 
shire which was shaken to the core when 
Neilson abducted, and then murdered teenage 
heiress Lesley Whittle, having demanded a 
£50,000 ransom. 

Terror 

Her body was found in Bathpool Park, Kids- 
grove, in 1975. He went on to kill security 
guard Gerald Smith at the Freightliner Termi¬ 
nal in Dudley, and had committed the murder 
of Sidney Grayland a year earlier by shooting 
him in Langley, Oldbury. 

It is 40 years since Neilson was handed five 
life sentences at Oxford Crown Court for his 
year-long reign of terror which claimed five 
lives across Britain. 

In court judge Mr Justice Mars-Jones told 
him that the enormity of his crimes put him 
in a class apart from almost all convicted mur¬ 
derers, and that he should never taste freedom 
again. 

While Neilson was said to have cried in his 
prison cell after the sentence, former Shrop¬ 
shire Star editor Andy Wright who was in the 
court that day recalls him looking almost im¬ 
passive while in the dock. 

“He seemed pretty collected. I suppose there 
is an air of resignation when you have been 


caught for crimes like this that you are going 
to be sent to prison for a long time,” he says. 

Neilson had killed three times before Les¬ 
ley’s murder, and once more afterwards. His 
victims included postmaster’s husband Sidney 
from Langley and a security guard at the Dud¬ 
ley Freightliner rail terminal. But it was the 
death of 17-year-old Lesley, who was doing her 
A-levels at Wolverhampton’s Wulfrun College, 
which really shook the nation. 

“There was an awful lot of apprehension 
once it became clear he was also responsible 
for the murder in the Black Country, and the 
shooting in Dudley,” remembers Mr Wright, 
who covered Lesley’s abduction from start to 
finish. 

“People were pretty unsettled that he was 
around. They had seen the photofits, and they 
would be looking their neighbours up and 
down. It was a very nervous time.” 


Neilson had snatched Lesley from her bed¬ 
room in Highley, near Bridgnorth in Janu¬ 
ary 1975, leaving a ransom note punched on 
plastic Dymo tape, demanding £50,000 from 
her wealthy family. His ransom note was so 
detailed the message was more than 18 inches 
in length, giving specific instructions to deliver 
the money in a white van to the Swan shop¬ 
ping centre in Kidderminster. 

Police initially wondered whether it might 
have been a student prank, but it quickly 
emerged he was very serious. Neilson had 
tethered Lesley by a noose in a drainage shaft 
beneath Bathpool Park, and it was there 
where her body would be found following a 
botched attempt by police to trap him during 
a ransom drop. 

Neilson was born Donald Nappey in 1936, 
and was said to have suffered many taunts 
about his unfortunate surname while grow¬ 


ing up in his home town of Bradford. He had 
served as a lance-corporal in the Army, but had 
struggled to settle into civilian life after giving 
up his military career to spend more time with 
his wife Irene and daughter Kathryn. 

Fiercely protective of Kathryn, he changed 
his name to Neilson so she would not suffer 
bullying. He was also said to have been ex¬ 
tremely possessive towards his wife, stopping 
her from seeing friends and subjecting her to 
frequent beatings. 

He began as a prolific burglar, responsible 
for more than 400 unsolved break-ins. His of¬ 
fending stepped up a gear following a break-in 
at a house in Cheshire where, having discov¬ 
ered guns and ammunition, he decided armed 
robbery would be more lucrative. 

Between 1971 and 1974, Neilson robbed 14 
post offices, becoming increasingly more vio¬ 
lent. He killed for the first time when he shot 
postmaster Donald Skepper during a robbery 
at Harrogate in February 1974. Police were 
quick to spot the link when he murdered an¬ 
other postmaster, Derek Astin of Baxenden, 
Lancashire, in September 1974. 

Battered 

It was just two months before he struck 
again, this time in Langley. He brutally bat¬ 
tered sub-postmistress Margaret Grayland, 
and shot her husband Sidney dead. 

However, when Neilson kidnapped Lesley 
the following January, police were slow to link 
the crime with the Panther murders. Neilson’s 
carefully laid plans began to unravel during 
the botched ransom drop at Bathpool Park, 
Kidsgrove, yards from where Lesley was being 
held in a deep drainage shaft. 

Lesley’s brother Ronald was supposed to go 
to the park during the early hours and wait for 
Neilson to signal to him by flashing a torch. 
But, by coincidence, another couple turned 
up, resulting in confusion. Agitated, Neilson 
drove to Dudley where he attempted to rob the 
Freightliner terminal. During the raid, he shot 
security guard Gerald six times, causing him 
injuries which would result in his death the 
following year. 

Lesley’s body was not found until the follow¬ 
ing month, and Neilson would evade capture 
until November that year. Neilson died, aged 
75, in 2011.

Colleges 

may join 

forces In 
merger 


SOUTH Staffordshire College and Walsall 
College could join forces as part of a ‘merger 
opportunity’, it has been revealed. 

The move has come as a result of an ‘area review’ 
commissioned by former Education Minister Nick 
Boles. The review aims to create fewer colleges and 
ensure they are more resilient and financially sus¬ 


tainable. 

Walsall College, which is 
rated outstanding by Ofsted 
and is financially sound, 
was deemed to be in a good 
enough position to stay on 
its own after post-16 insti¬ 
tutions were reviewed in the 
Black Country. 

But when those in Staf¬ 
fordshire were looked at, it 
was recommended South 
Staffordshire College seek 
to explore the idea of joining 
up with Walsall. 

The provider, which 
has campuses in Cannock, 
Penkridge, Lichfield and 
Tamworth, is rated good by 
Ofsted, although chiefs have 
faced a tough financial year 
having had to manage a £2 
million reduction in funding 
from the Government. 

Documents from the 
Black Country Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership describe 
the move as ‘merger oppor¬ 
tunities’. However, Walsall 
College bosses said it would 
be too early to class it as a 
full merger. They were also

unable to provide any fur¬ 
ther details about what the 
implications would be for 
staff or students. 

Principal and chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Walsall College, 
Jatinder Sharma, said: “I 
am delighted with the news 
that Walsall College has 
received no recommenda¬ 
tions as a result of the Black 
Country area review. 

“Following this, Walsall 
College has been invited by 
the area review team to sup¬ 
port the Stoke-on-Trent and 
Staffordshire area review. 

“In response to this invi¬ 
tation, we can confirm that 
South Staffordshire College 
and Walsall College are ex¬ 
ploring the possibility of 
forming a closer relation¬ 
ship between the two col¬ 
leges. The two organisations 
border each other and there 
is much alignment between 
our mission, purpose and 
values.”

A CANCER patient from Cheslyn Hay is celebrating the 
end to her radiotherapy treatment by holding a charity 
fundraising event almost a year to a day since her diag¬ 
nosis. Caroline Le Rue-Brown was given the devastating 
news she had breast cancer on August 19 last year. 

And despite undergoing months of treatment involving 
daily hospital visits the 43-year-old former bank worker 
has also taken the time to organise the fundraiser which 
involves an evening of dinner, dancing and entertainment 
in Penkridge on August 20. 

Caroline did not know where to turn when she was di¬ 
agnosed but found a lifeline upon attending the Macmillan 
Information Centre at Royal Stoke University Hospital.

Wheelies in 
shops area 
sees cyclist 
given a fine 


A TEENAGER has been hauled before mag¬ 
istrates after he was caught by police doing 
‘wheelies’ and riding a bicycle at high speeds 
in a shopping precinct. 

Luke Mann admitted a charge of ‘dangerous cy¬ 
cling’ when he appeared at Walsall Magistrates 
Court on Friday. 


The court was told that 
officers saw him and a group 
of youths taking it in turns 
to do tricks at The Square, 
New Invention, on January 
11. Shops, including a Co¬ 
op, Ladbrokes and Greggs, 
were still open during the 
ordeal, which took place at 
about 4.30pm. 

Prosecutors said 19-year- 
old Mann and his friends’ 
behaviour had ‘frightened’ 
shoppers. 

Ms Rachel Smith, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “Officers were 
sat in a marked police car 
at The Square in New In¬ 
vention, clearly visible to 
the group who were taking 
it in turns to get on the 
bike and ride as fast as they 
can around the area, doing 
wheelies and other tricks.” 

Officers then spoke to 
Mann, before taking his 
details and a photograph of 
the bike. 

Defence solicitor, Mr 
Mazar Iqbal said that Mann 
knew one of the police of¬ 
ficers and felt he had been 
‘singled out’ from the group. 

He also claimed that 
Mann had been given no in¬ 
formation regarding a court 
case until two weeks ago 
when he received a sum¬ 
mons.

Mr Iqbal said: “To put 
this into context, the de¬ 
fendant wasn’t the only 
one doing this, he was in a 
group. 

“He has had issues with 
one of the officers in the 
past, who knows him. 

“He was only told two 
weeks ago about this court 
case, I don’t know what the 
delay was but he accepts 
that what he did was unac¬ 
ceptable.” 

Mann, of Fairlawn Close, 
New Invention, was ordered 
to pay £135 prosecution 
costs, fined £73 and ordered 
to pay a £20 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

When handing out the 
fine, chief magistrate Ms 
Pam Nicholls said: “We have 
listened to both the prosecu¬ 
tion and the defence and are 
aware that you were not on 
your own. You may feel vic¬ 
timised but what about the 
people in the shopping pre¬ 
cinct at the time? 

“They would have felt 
victimised too, going out to 
do their shopping in the late 
afternoon and seeing people 
cycling dangerously around 
them.”

The factory in Norwich filled with R.101 girders 


Small aircraft section 
with a big reputation 


IN 1936 around 600 Norfolk 
men moved to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. They had worked for the 
Aircraft Department of Boul¬ 
ton & Paul Ltd in Norwich, a 
diverse company most fa¬ 
mous for its woodwork, but 
which had built aircraft since 
1915. 

The aircraft section remained 
small but with a big reputation. 
It had built more Sopwith Cam¬ 
els than Sopwiths themselves, the 
first all-metal aircraft delivered to 
the Royal Air Force, the first air¬ 
craft with an enclosed power op¬ 
erated gun turret and the R.101 
Airship, still the largest aircraft 
ever built in Great Britain. 

From 1926-29 the company’s 
factory was filled with all the in¬ 
numerable parts of the airship’s 
structure, which would make an 
aircraft nearly 800ft long and 
130ft in diameter. Steel girders

70ft long, with twist and curve, to 
a tolerance of plus or minus 0.3 in, 
which when delivered to the giant 
airship sheds at Cardington, had 
to fit perfectly 

Uproot 

When the aircraft department 
was sold off, and moved to a new 
factory at Pendeford, the men had 
little choice but to uproot their 
families and move. One of them 
was Frank Clarke, who was to be¬ 
come the last survivor of the men 
who worked on the R.101. 

In 1938 he completed 25 years 
service with the company and was 
given a silver mug, engraved with 
the signatures of more than 100 
of his colleagues, including men 
who had made the same move 
from Norwich like Bill Monument 


and Alf Charlton, and men newly 
employed in Wolverhampton, like 
test pilot, Cecil Feather. 

This mug has been donated to 
the Tettenhall Transport Herit¬ 
age Centre by his daughter, along 
with some of Frank’s tools, photo¬ 
graphs, and wartime ARP badges. 

When the mug was donated, 
Jack Holmes, the first Honorary 
Member of the TTHC, was pres¬ 
ent. He too had made the journey 
from Norwich, with his father, 
Billy Holmes, mother and brother, 
and was able to find his father’s 
signature on the mug, and to rec¬ 
ognise many of the men who he 
was later to work alongside, when 
he was apprenticed. 

The Heritage Centre has on dis¬ 
play many of the artefacts which 
has made the city’s transport 
heritage so rich, but also tries to 
highlight the individual contribu¬ 
tions of ordinary men like Frank 
Clarke and Jack Holmes.

Steele in the mood 
for big band hero 



TOMMY Steele’s portrayal of Amer¬ 
ican big band legend Glenn Miller 
in a new Bill Kenwright production 
thrilled fans over the past year, in¬ 
cluding audiences at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Grand Theatre. 

So the show is enjoying an extended 
run that will take it through to the 
end of 2016 and it will feature at Bir¬ 
mingham’s New Alexandra Theatre 
from August 23 until 27. The show 
features a 16-piece swing orchestra 
as well as singers, dancers and actors 
telling the story of one the 20th cen¬ 
tury’s most iconic musicians. 


For the past 15 or so years the¬ 
atre mogul Bill Kenwright and his 
idol Tommy Steele have had supper 
two or three times every year. They 
have spoken about the past - mainly 
Tommy’s past - as Bill can never have 
enough of Tommy’s stories about 
rock ‘n roll’s golden era. 

It was when discussing a particular 
favourite of theirs; the James Stew¬ 
art box office smash The Glenn Miller 
Story, that Bill discovered that his 
all-encompassing love for Elvis was 
equal only to Tommy’s adoration for 
Glenn Miller and his Orchestra. 


Steele said: “I remember he (Miller) 
was on around our house all the time 
on the radio during the Second World 
War. I actually saw him when I was 
eight at the Albert Hall. 

“My dad came home one night and 
told mum that he had tickets to see 
Glenn Miller. She was doing cart¬ 
wheels, thinking she’d died and gone 
to heaven. 

“It was the time of wartime auster¬ 
ity, and that wonderful sound, it’s the 
kind of thing stays with you for the 
rest of your life. I’ve been a fan ever 
since.”

Clare gives a preview as 
the games commence 


T here’s no doubt that the Olympic 
Games are the world’s biggest 
sporting event. 

In Rio this year will be more than 
10,500 competitors from 207 nations, 
and there will be thousands more 
team officials, media representatives, 
security personnel and volunteers 
flocking to the city. 

And that’s before we even mention 
the spectators... 

Many will have applied for tickets, 
but millions more will watch at home - 
a global audience of around two 
billion is expected to tune in. 

Four years ago, it was estimated 
that 90 per cent of the British 
population watched coverage of some 
kind of the London games, which 
were a huge success. It’s unlikely that 
the same numbers will be present 
again - but there are those die-hard 
sports fans who will still be keen to 
follow British athletes as they take to 
the road, track, field or pool. 

Unfortunately, the build-up to Rio 
has been somewhat marred by 
various controversies, including host 
nation Brazil’s political instability and 


economic crisis, security concerns, 
sanitation and, of course, zika. The 
virus has already prompted several 
sportspeople to pull out, including 
tennis stars Milos Raonic (who was 
runner-up at this year’s Wimbledon to 
Andy Murray) and Tomas Berdych, 
golfers Rory Mcllroy and Dustin 
Johnson, and cyclist Tejay van 
Garderen. 

Nevertheless, British fans are 
expecting big things from their team, 
particularly after the heroics displayed 
four years ago. 

“London 2012 saw the likes of 
Jessica Ennis, Mo Farah, Greg 
Rutherford, Nicola Adams and the 
Brownlee brothers become household 
names, as the nation took them to 
their hearts following their 
monumental sporting success on 
home turf,” says one of the BBC’s key 
presenters, Clare Balding, whose own 
star rose after her acclaimed 
appearances at the Games.

EVERYTHING is bigger in Amer¬ 
ica. From the huge family Jeeps 
on the roads to the humongous 
portion sizes in restaurants not 
to mention the massive out-of- 
town shopping malls. 

So, it’s no surprise that the same 
goes for the country’s rollercoasters, 
much to the delight of thrillseekers. 

Except they aren’t just the best coast¬ 
ers in the world, some are also the biggest, 
known as hypercoasters. The definition of 
a hypercoaster is any rollercoaster with a 
height or drop of more than 200ft. 

The latest hypercoaster to be built in The 
States is Mako, named after the species of 
shark, at SeaWorld in Orlando, Florida. 
Myself, along with a group of 15 hardened 
coaster riders from the UK and Ireland, 
ventured across the Atlantic to check out

the new ride. Mako opened last month and 
is just one of many rides at SeaWorld. It’s 
huge. Soaring up into the skyline, the half- 
a-mile long blue rails can be seen on the ap¬ 
proach. And the screams can heard from a 
distance too. 

I got a sneaky first ride on it, but nothing 
could have prepared me for this. Scaling 
up 200ft, before plummeting and reaching 
speeds of 73mph, it was exhilarating from 
start to finish. The only disappointment 
was my inability to keep my cool. 

A video, later kindly circulated online, 
showed me screaming like a six-year-old 
girl, not a 32-year-old man. Not great for 
my street cred. 

If you’re not a fan of rollercoasters, there 
are lots of other less daring things to do. 
Whether it be killer whale displays or visit¬ 


ing a penguin’s home you can keep your feet 
firmly on the ground. And for those wanting 
a break from the action, there are plenty of 
cafes and bars where you can refuel. 

During our stay we were based at the 
Hilton in Orlando, just a stone’s throw 
from most of the city’s attractions, shop¬ 
ping malls and restaurants. 

Picturesque 

Orlando is the country’s most popular 
tourist destination with its theme parks 
drawing in visitors from both home and 
abroad. But in contrast to the screams and 
roars from the roller coasters, the state is 
quite green and picturesque. 

Its wealth of attractions means it’s a 
great family destination with so much to 
do to keep both children and adults enter¬ 
tained day and night. And when it comes to 
food, you’ll be spoilt for choice. 


The next theme park we went to took us 
much closer to nature. At Discovery Cove 
you can swim with dolphins or snorkel in 
water filled with tropical fish. 

For me, swimming with the dolphins was 
a highlight. Watching them from boats or 
on television, I’ve always been fascinated 
but it was something else to touch them and 
be carried by them across the waves. 

The next day we took the bus to Tampa 
Bay and Busch Gardens. We were too early 
for the opening of Cobra’s Curse, although 
the park managers gave us a tour. Even the 
queue area, which featured live snakes, was 
scary. But there was still plenty of other 
things to do. The park has 12,000 animals 
and there was a chance to see more of them 
with a safari. 

Our final stop was water park Aquatica 
where the highlight was a vertical drop 
slide.

In a world where the sports utility vehicle 
seems to be taking over the roads, there’s 
one which will always stand out from the 
crowd. 

You don’t have to be a petrolhead to recognise a 
Jeep from its unique slotted grille, or know what it 
stands for. That’s a fitting tribute, since Jeep invented 
the modern SUV concept back in the 1940s and has 
been developing it ever since. 

That’s illustrated by the latest Cherokee model which has 
been further developed since its launch in 2014: perhaps 
most notably by the introduction of a new, more powerful 
2.2 litre diesel engine mated to a highly flexible nine-speed 
automatic gearbox. 

When we talk performance we not confining ourselves 
to the limited parameter of 0 to 62mph sprint time (although 
8.5 seconds for the 197bhp test car is certainly no slouch). 
More power, torque and ratios mean progress is smooth¬ 
er, quieter, more relaxed and comfort is what this Jeep is 
about. 

The £37,245 test car, in Limited specification, is packed 
with driver aids and safety technology as well as boasting 
a leather-clad interior. As well as dual zone climate control 
it has heated and ventilated seats - the latter very welcome 
with leather seats on a hot day: it all adds to that luxurious 
ambience. 


Supple 

The nine-speed auto means an ultra low first gear (ide¬ 
al if you venture off road) and a higher top, with motorway 
speeds achieved at barely 1,600rpm which is good news 
for refinement and economy. Its official (laboratory tested) 
average fuel consumption is 49.6mpg with a corresponding 
150g/km of C02 emissions: in my real world test I averaged 
41mpg, which is competitive for a car of this size with all 
wheel drive. 

In fact progress in the Cherokee is commendably quiet, a 
feature complemented by its relatively soft and supple ride. 

The Jeep seems to be designed for comfort, rather than 
the sort of sporty dynamics chosen by some of its continen¬ 
tal rivals. 

That said, it was a pleasure to drive across Welsh moun¬ 
tain roads in spite of its size and weight - and even more so 
to arrive after three hours behind the wheel without signs of 
stiffening in old bones. 

Cherokee prices start from £26,355 for the entry-level, 2.0 
litre manual, up to £40,150 for the specially equipped new 
flagship, the 75 th Anniversary edition, Most Cherokees use 
the 2.2 diesel, but there is a 3.2 litre V6 manual option. 

The Cherokee is really one of a kind so it’s hard to pin 
down a true rival although perhaps the nearest would be the 
new VW Tiguan of Land Rover’s Discovery Sport but you 
need to look closely at equipment levels and prices. 

Power 

It’s a step up from the compact SUV sector, Jeep has that 
covered with its successful Renegade and for those who 
want a bigger vehicle and more power there’s the Grand 
Cherokee. 

The Cherokee’s four wheel drive system can be set up for 
normal, mud or snow modes by a rotary dial on the centre 
console. 

For the most part, leaving it in auto mode is the best plan, 
although sport does sharpen up throttle and gear respons¬ 
es. 

There are no flappy paddles for manual gearchanges, but 
I found the sequential back-forward movement of the shift 
lever equally convenient when, for example, choosing a low¬ 
er gear for more engine braking on steep descents. 

The transmission is very responsive so a good, old-fash¬ 
ioned kick down iproduces plenty of mid-range surge for a 
quick overtake. 

Apart from the four wheel drive, there is a range of elec¬ 
tronics aiding safety and stability, including a roll mitigation 
system included in the electronic stability programme. 

Automatic headlights and wipers, cruise control, a rear 
parking camera, dual zone climate control and a compre¬ 
hensive trip computer displayed in the instrument panel are 
all part of the package. 

The colour screen in the centre console gives driver or 
front passenger control of the satnav, nine-speaker stereo/ 
radio, Bluetooth and connectivity systems. 

Optional extras fitted to the test car included a panoramic 
sunroof and electronic aids including adaptive cruise con¬ 
trol and lane departure warnings. 

The interior, clad in black Moroccan leather, has room for 
five in comfort and a big big - almost 600 litres which more 
than doubles if you fold the rear seats down.

Audi seems adept in its marketing strategy 
by filling niches: ensuring that even among 
its mainstream models there are no gaps left 
for its competitors to fill. 

So you may not be surprised that from now its dealers 
will be able to supply any one of 127 different versions of its 
new A3, with four bodystyles, six engines and a range of trim 
levels at prices from under £21,000 to £36,480. 

Audi was well established itself as a premium car maker 
when it launched the first A3 in 1996. It was, perhaps, a suc¬ 
cessful gamble: buyers DID want the option of a smaller car 
with premium credentials: so much so it became the com¬ 
pany’s biggest seller - 1.8million last year. 

Now many of the features of bigger, more expensive cars 
in the Audi range have filtered down to the new A3, raising 
its game still further. You can, for example, have the same 
high-tech ‘virtual cockpit’ as the flagship R8 supercar, and 
the latest infortainment system with facilities for wireless 
phone connection and charging, fully integrating the phone 
with the car’s central screen. 

There’s also a glimpse of the future and the autonomous 
car - the option of traffic jam assist whereby the car can 
drive, stop and steer itself in traffic at speeds of up to 38mph. 

It uses the now familiar adaptice cruise control system 
- using radar to maintain your gap behind the car in front - 
and a camera to detect white lane lines on either side and 
keep you on the straight and narrow. The idea is to relieve 
the strain of the driver in that all-too-familiar traffic crawl - but 
as a safety measure it only operates if you keep your hands 
on the wheel. 

A major player in the new range could be the entry level 
version at £20,915 powered by the group’s new TFSI turbo¬ 
charged, three cylinder, one litre petrol engine. I wasn’t able 
to drive it in the A3, but only a couple of weeks ago tested 
it in VW’s Golf and it is something of a revelation: it’s hard 
to believe it’s such a small capacity unit because it turns out 
115bhp and the torque of a small diesel. 

It pulls strongly from low revs, cruises effortlessly and 
tackles the 0 to 62mph sprint in under ten seconds with a 
fuel average of up to 60mpg and a low 107g/km C02 rating. 

The other new engine option is a 2.0 litre TFSI, producing 
190PS (0 to 62mph in 6.8 seconds and 49.6mpg), while flag¬ 
ship S3 models get the option of the same engine uprated 
to a whopping 31 OPS. Vital statistics of 0 to 62mph in 4.5 
seconds with official fuel figures of 44.1 mpg put it firmly in 
competition with the hottest of hot hatchbacks. 

Pick 

Having driven several new A3s back to back, for me the 
pick of the bunch was the S-Line (the most popular trim level 
in the previous line-up) powered by the third petrol engine, 
the 1.4 TFSI. This £24,530 model - plus options such as 
the £1,395 advanced technology pack, £425 rear parking 
sensors and £125 for the auto-dimming rear view mirror - is 
a quick car, hitting 62mph in 8.1 seconds. 

With its 150PS of power and extra torque from the turbo, 
it’s very responsive and cruises effortlessly, like a car with 
significantly greater cubic capacity. The lighter weight of a 
small petrol engine, combined with the S-Line’s sports sus¬ 
pension, makes this model feel particularly light and agile 
along twisty country roads. The big sports seats and the 
leather clad, flat-bottom sports steering wheel with mul¬ 
ti-function buttons, dual zone air conditioning and a superb¬ 
ly laid out cockpit make it a nice place to be. 

It feels like a GT - but it is capable of an official average 
of 60mpg (by coincidence its average over the test route 
exactly matched that of the 2.0 diesel A3). I confess the pet¬ 
rol model was set into efficiency mode - there other modes 
such as sport which significantly sharps its responses, com¬ 
fort or auto - but the result was nonetheless impressive. 

That’s partly because of the now proven benefits of a 
small capacity engine combined with turbocharging, plus it 
has cylinder on demand technology. It closes the valves and 
shuts down one of its four cylinders under light load, while 
cruising or going down hill. 

More familiar to A3 drivers would be the 1.6 litre diesel, 
with 110PS of power and 250Nm of torque. It is nippy, with a 
0 to 62mph sprint time of 10.5 seconds, and capable of up 
to 70mpg in official tests. C02 emissions are a low 108g/km. 

It takes a keen eye to spot the differences between the 
new A3 and its predecessor. The essential changes are new 
headlights, plus a wider grille and apron to give the car a 
rather more aggressive face. 

But there are extensive changes under the skin, from new 
technology to new, more efficient engines and - something 
else you can’t see - the new models are up to 90kg light¬ 
er than their predecessors, further improving fuel economy 
and driving dynamics. 

Improvements to the new A3 underline its claims to premi¬ 
um status, while also offering leaner, cleaner motoring and a 
first rate experience to the driving enthusiast.

Black Country's Sam is 
now the England man 


HE’S the Black Country boy who grew up 
supporting Wolves and went on to enjoy 
a coaching role at Albion. 

Now Dudley-born Sam Allardyce has landed 
his dream job as England manager. 

It’s a job he has craved ever since being overlooked 
in 2006 when the FA instead opted for Steve Mc- 
Claren. 

The 61-year-old was appointed by a three-man FA 
panel of chief executive Martin Glenn, vice-chairman 
David Gill and technical director Dan Ashworth last 
week. He replaces Roy Hodgson, himself a former 
Albion boss, who resigned after England’s 2-1 Euro 
2016 defeat to Iceland. 

Former FA chairman Greg Dyke said: “Clearly the 
three-man group are convinced he’s the right man 
and I go along with that. 

“We appointed a three-man committee to go out 
and look at all the candidates, come back with a rec¬ 
ommendation who they thought was the best man. 
They’ve taken that decision and obviously we’ll agree 
with them.” 

Educated 

Allardyce is known to be hugely proud of his West 
Midlands roots - and often comes back to visit fam¬ 
ily. But the no-nonsense defender felt he had to move 
away in order to pursue a career in professional foot¬ 
ball. 

Big Sam grew up on Wren’s Nest estate and was ed¬ 
ucated at Sycamore Green Primary School and later 
at Wren’s Nest School. 

But he left the area aged just 15 when he was ap¬ 
proached by Bolton. 

He played a handful of games for Dudley Town’s 
youth team during the 1969/70 season. His brother, 
Bobby, remains the club’s oldest-ever player. 

Dudley Town chairman Stephen Austin said: “It’s

Allardyce’s playing career took him to Bolton, 
Huddersfield, Sunderland, Coventry, Millwall and 
Preston. But no matter what part of the country he 
was in, he always expressed his pride at being from 
Dudley. 

And, despite his boyhood leaning towards Wolves, it 
was Albion who gave Allardyce his first taste of coach¬ 
ing when he was appointed to Brian Talbot’s coaching 
staff at The Hawthorns in 1989. 

Although his stay back in the West Midlands ended 
when he and Talbot were sacked, he still believes his 
first backroom job was a valuable part of his manage¬ 
rial education. 

“It was a difficult time for the club, for Brian Talbot 
and certainly for me,” said Allardyce. “I was reserves 
manager but then in the second year Brian wanted 
me to work with him and the first team. 

“But it was always going to be difficult because he 
was under pressure from the start and it only lasted 
until January. 

“I enjoyed working with the players in the reserves 


and we won the Birmingham League. It was a good 
experience.” 

The next step saw him head to Limerick where he 
guided the League of Ireland team to promotion, be¬ 
fore managing Blackpool, who sacked him when he 
failed to guide them to Division One. 

In January, 1997, he became manager of Division 
Two basement club Notts County. And although he 
couldn’t save them from relegation, they won promo¬ 
tion at the first attempt by finishing top of Division 
Three the next year - winning the title by 19 points 
and becoming the first post-war side to win promotion 
by mid-March. 

In 1999 he returned to Bolton, for whom he had 
played 198 times, and in 2001 they beat Preston 3-0 
in the play-off final to reach the Premiership. He then 
stabilised them in the top flight to help form his repu¬ 
tation as a survival specialist. 

But his time at the Reebok Stadium wasn’t just 
about keeping Bolton in the league. The Trotters, 
with the likes of Youri Djorkaeff and Jay-Jay Okocha, 
qualified for the UEFA Cup and reached the Round of 
32 in the 2005/06 campaign. 

Spells 

Allardyce was offered the Manchester City job 
shortly after, but the offer was withdrawn after Thak¬ 
sin Shinawatra’s purchase of the club was accepted. 

Since then he has had spells in charge of Newcastle 
United, Blackburn Rovers and West Ham. And last 
season he defied the odds to keep Sunderland in the 
Premier League. 

Former England manager Sven-Goran Eriksson, 
who led England to three successive major tourna¬ 
ment quarter-finals, has backed Allardyce to succeed. 
He said: “If you take a team from the lower part of 
the table you have to adapt to what you want to do. 

“Many times Sam has had a team struggling for 
survival and he has done the job.”
